U.S. marshals in the spring o f 19 73. 
Abo ut 200 perso ns, half o f them white, 
celebrated with the two AIM leaders, 
including fo ur juro rs who had earlier said 
they wo uld hav e v o ted to acquit the pair if 
they 'd had the chance. 
But in a slashing attack o n “go v ernment 
misco nduct." U.S. District Judge Fred 
Nicho l dismissed the charges 
against 
Banks. 42. St. 
Paul, and Means, 35, 
Po rcupine. S.I)., ending the eight-mo nth 
trial. 
.Nicho l said at o ne po int. “This has been 
a bad y ear fo r justice. I wo uld like to see a 
new chapter written with a new nrpsidpnt 
But I’m afraid that isn't so .” 
He acted after the Justice Department 
refused to allo w jury deliberatio ns to 
co ntinue after o ne juro r, Mrs. Therese 
Cherrier. suffered a stro ke which left her 
partially paralzy ed. 
Federal co urt pro cedure requires the 
appro v al o f bo th sides befo re a jury may 
co ntinue deliberatio ns with o ne o r mo re 
juro rs missing.

Controversy storm 
brews over amnesty

Conditions favor strengthening during

Fifi has slowed to a forward speed of 10 
m p h while rapidly increasing to minimal 
hurricane strength, forecasters said. It 
was earlier predicted that Fifi would 
remain a tropical storm until tonight 
At 6 a.m. EDT 
the hurricane was 
centered about 275 miles east of the Swan 
Islands in the Caribbean 


President Ford's limited amnestv plan 
has created a storm of controversy but 
apparently has drawn few inquiries from 
draft evaders or deserters and no earlv 
confirmed reports of any takers. 
The Justice Department said 10 persons 
identifying 
themselves 
as evaders or 
deserters called seeking information dur­ 
ing the first 12 hours after amnestv was 
announced 
Spokeswoman Glong C 
Brown said 
some of the calls came from persons in 
Canada who said thev had no monev for 
transportation to a U S attorney’s office. 
She added five department employes 
will handle amnesty inquiries 
Initial reaction to the proposal was 
predictable War resisters said it didn’t go 
far enough and veterans groups said it 
went too far 
Draft evaders and deserters living in 
exile called the proposal unacceptable 
because it implied guilt on the part of 
those who had spurned involvement in 
what they viewed as an immoral war 
\eterans groups and some relatives of 
Vietnam casualties were just as vehement 
in their opposition, calling it a betraval of 
those 
who 
had 
fought 
and 
died 
in 
Southeast Asia 
The plan probablv received its warmest 
reception in Congress where several key 
leaders endorsed it 
President Ford on Monday set in motion 
the 
government 
machinery 
to 
grant 
conditional amnesty to Vietnam-era draft 


evaders and deserters if they reaffirm 
their allegiance to the United States by 
Jan 31. 1975. and work up to 24 months in 
low-paying public service jobs. 


He also indicated that persons serving 
prison sentences for draft evasion or 
desertion would be released pending deci­ 
sions on their cases by an amnesty 
clemency board 


In Canada, the most popular haven for 
the 12.500 deserters and 4.060 fugitive draft 
evaders, 
there 
apparently 
was 
little 
interest in accepting the offer of amnesty. 


The reception in Sweden, where about 
400 draft evaders and deserters live, also 
was cool 


George Meals, a deserter from Atlanta, 
said. Amnesty means forgiving This isn’t 
really amnesty at all. In the spirit of the 
law. we did nothing wrong. Not in the 
context of that war.”

p u blic. Aren ’t th ey th e mo n ey - 
h u n g ry mo n sters y o u feel are 
alway s raisin g rates? Aren ’t 
th ey th e p o llu ters o f air an d 
water? 
Ex p erien ce in dicates th at th e 
u tilities n ev er h av e been able 
to deal effectiv ely with th o se 
criticisms, o n e o f th e reaso n s 
bein g th at th e p u blic isn 't in ­ 
clin ed to be p atien t with big , 
p ro fitable, co mfo rtable co rp o ­ 
ratio n s. 
Th o se attribu tes, h o wev er, 
o n ce en deared th e u tilities to 
th e fin an cial co mmu n ity . Yes, 
th ey were p ro fitable, an d th ey 
h ad an assu red mark et, an d 
th ey p aid reg u lar div iden ds. 
Th at made th em p rime in ­ 
v estmen ts. 


Bu t n o w, to th eir distress, th e 
u tilities are lo sin g th eir fin an ­ 
cial frien ds. An d, with almo st 
n o wh ere to tu rn , th ey may seek 
to mak e frien ds with th e feder­ 
al g o v ern men t in Wash in g to n . 


Th e difficu lties h av e mo re 
th an o n e o rig in . So me critics 
blame th e eco lo g ists wh o de­ 
lay ed p lan t co n stru ctio n . Oth ers 
criticize th e reg u lato rs. So me 
p o in t to co mp lacen t man ag e­ 
men t. Th e rise in th e co st o f o il 
is p art o f th e p ro blem. So is th e 
rise in bo rro win g co sts. 


Wh en all th ese facto rs were 
eith er n o n ex istan t o r co n sidera­ 
bly smaller, sh ares o f u tilities 
were amo n g th e blu est o f th e 
blu e ch ip s.

People with balanced diets 
don't need expensive vitamins

Here is an economy tip for 
these times of inflation: Many 
families seeking to cut food 
costs may have overlooked the 
fact that vitamin pills and 
supplements also cost more 
money. The question is, are you 
sure you need these expensive 
items for your health? 
Many don’t consider this at 
all. For example, a relative of 
mine dashed into Macy’s in 
New York and flopped a $20 bill 
onto the counter. He demanded 
$20 worth of vitamins. The 
clerk asked what kind. He 
merely shook his head. "Any 
kind. I don’t want my kids to 
get any colds this winter,” he 
replied. 
His intentions were good but 
he showed total ignorance of 
vitamins. Did he consider what 
kind of food his family was 
eating? That knowledge would 
tell whether or not his children 
need any of the many synthetic 
vitamins. He did not know that 
the bulky but unvaried food 
they ate would not guarantee 
them the natural vitamins they 
needed. 
People who eat milk, cheese, 
eggs, 
meat, 
fish, 
poultry, 
vegetables, fruits and cereal 
regularly eat what is called a 
balanced 
diet 
— 
the 
best 
guarantee of getting all the 
body’s needed nutrients. 
There is a new book just

which

supplements with intelligence 
and understanding Written by 
Erwin Di Cyan, Ph.D., an 
experienced drug consultant, 
the book is well-praised by 
competent nutrition judges for 
its common sense appeal.

Fat people have long main­ 
tained that they just sort of 
grew that way. Now medical 
science is confirming that view. 
Recent research has shown that 
about 20 million of the 60 mil­ 
lion 
obese Americans were 
born to be fat, says Dr. Abra­ 
ham I. Friedman, who is in the 
field of metabolic diseases. 
In addition to helping those 
people “ predestined to be fat,” 
formerly thought of as gluttons, 
new fat discoveries can help 
other fatties — especially the 
yo-yo dieters with up and down 
weight histories, he says. 
“ Work on fat cells done at 
the Rockefeller Institute has 
shown that many obese people 
have a tremendous excess of 
fat cells. Those people are pre­ 
disposed to be fat by inher­ 
itance — fat cells acquired 
about three months before birth 
or in the first few years of their 
lives.” But some fat cells are 
added during adolescence, he 
explained, in discussing his new 
book, “ Fat Can Be Beautiful.” 
A true obese person may 
have five times as many fat 
cells as a person of average 
weight, maintains Dr. Fried­ 
man, who has been treating 
metabolic 
problems 
for 
25 
years. He was motivated to 
write the book when he ob­ 
served that many of his diabet­ 
ic patients had problems with 
their weight. 


“ There is really no way of 
destroying fat cells acquired by 
a true obese,” he maintains. 
“ The best that can be accom­ 
plished is to diminish the fat 
content of the cells.$ut even so 
a real obese person might lose 
100 pounds on a rigid diet and 
gain it all back again within a 
short time. Fat cells are like 
sponges, absorbing fat again as 
soon as these people eat nor­ 
mally.” 
It may explain, too, why 
many people who are not obese 
lose weight and gain it back in 
a short time. Their fat cells are 
waiting to fill again as they al­ 
ternate between "starve and 
stuff" diets, he remarked. 
"But fat is only skin deep 
and one can still be a beautiful 
person,” insists Dr. Friedman, 
who thinks it is most important 
for fat people to build a good 
image of themselves. It is one 
reason the thrust in his book is 
to the emotional and sociolo­ 
gical aspects of obesity. "Stop 
being guilty about your girth, 
concentrate 
on 
your 
inner 
worth,” 
he 
advises, 
even 
though "it may be difficult in 
our slim-oriented society .” 


He doesn’t want his book "to 
be a cop-out for those fat 
people who might try to identi­ 
fy with the true obese.” Not ev­ 
ery fat person was destined to 
be fat, he insists, and he in­ 
cludes a questionnaire that 
sorts out the true obese from 
other fat types.

As people age they often gain 
a few pounds each year, and 
this can be controlled, he main­ 
tains. But the sooner you start, 
the better. A woman in her ear­ 
ly 30s might begin by cutting 
about 25 calories a day out of 
her diet. If she is in the 2200-or- 
so calorie bracket she would 
cut out an additional 25 calories 
a day the following year After 
10 years it might add up to 250 
calories dropped painlessly. She 
may even need to drop a few 
more calories as she goes 
along, depending on the need 


In his years of treating obese 
patients. Dr. Friedman 
has 
noted that many were dressed 
tastefully and stylishly. Others 
wore inappropriate outfits. In 
line with building the self-im­ 
age of such people, the book 
also provides helpful tips on 
fashion suggested by a fashion 
consultant These include: 
. . Wear loose dresses with 
simple lines, loose fitting pants, 
flowing 
A-line 
skirts, 
long- 
sleeved dresses if arms are fat, 
use things in large scale — but­ 
tons, bags, jewelry — but wear 
a short, simple hairstyle if it is 
becoming 
Avoid bold prints, plaids or 
loud colors, don’t try to squeeze 
into tight garments that will ex­ 
aggerate bulges, wear sweaters 
and knits that do not cling, 
avoid dresses with waistlines 
and horizontal stripes, avoid 
miniskirts. 
He also passes on tips about 
organizations 
that 
help 
fat 
people in the matter of jobs, 
marriage, advertising and fash­ 
ions that are all slanted to slim 
people For example, bathtubs 
and airplane seats are made 
for skinny people Some obese 
must even pay for a seat and a 
half on a plane Another assist, 
he says, comes from the non­ 
profit Society of Bariatric Phy­ 
sicians 
in 
Colorado, 
which 
treats obese people. 
One chapter discusses sur­ 
gery of the obese and the pre­ 
cautions that must be taken, 
another chapter talks about sex 


and the obese. One is devoted 
to obesity and adolescents be­ 
cause "gaining weight in the 
teen years can be an especially 
traumatic experience for young 
girls.” 


A weight stabilization pro­ 
gram is also provided in the 
book, slanted to those whose 
obesity stems from excessive 
indulgence in snack foods or 
emotional frustration, perennial 
dieters whose weight fluctuates 
and the mildly obese who want 
to lose weight primarily to im­ 
prove their appearance. It also 
includes a number of charts.

Ferguson-Rashad late heroics sink 
Oakland Raiders in season opener 


BUFFALO i AIM — i know 
it 's hard to sa\ it 's got>d to got 
hurt but ...” O.J. Simpson 
never finished the sentence. 
He was busy rubbing his 
heavily taped right ankle 
sprained on a 20-yard run 


Hut his "but' was an awful­ 
ly big one. 


Without Simpson, the Na­ 
tional Football League s lead­ 
ing ground gainer and Most 
Valuable IMayer last year, the 
Buffalo Hills were forced to go 
to the air Monday evening. 


Quarterback Joe Ferguson, 
last in NFL passing a year 
ago, responded with a pair of 
touchdowns in the final two 
minutes that carried the Hills 


to a 21-20 victory over the 
Oakland Raiders in his team's 
season-opener. 
Both passes, one for nine 
yards and the other for 13. 
went to wide receiver Ahmad 
Rashad. acquired by the Bills 
in a trade with St. Louis for 
quarterback Dennis Shaw. 
"So many people think it's 
all me, even some of the 
players might have thought 
that,” said Simpson, who 
rushed for a record 2,003 
yards last season 
Simpson was hurt with 56 
seconds remaining in the sec­ 
ond period. By that time he 
had gained 78 yards in 12 car­ 
ries. 
The team physician diag­ 
nosed the sprain as “ slight to 


moderate.” but gave no in­ 
dication whether Simpson 
would be ready for the Miami 
Dolphins here Sunday. 
Buffalo shot into a 7-0 lead 
on Ferguson's four-yard toss 
to J.D. Hill. Aging George 
Blanda put Oakland on the 
scoreboard with a 47-yard 
field goal at 13:49 in the 
period. 
In the third period, left- 
handed quarterback Ken 
Stabler directed the Raiders 
from their 42 to Buffalo’s 16 
and Clarence Davis raced 
around left end for a 
touchdown. Blanda followed 
with a 41-yard field goal about 
seven minutes later. The dra­ 
ma was saved for the last 
quarter, however. 


Oakland's Don Connors 
halted a Buffalo drive at the 
R a i d e r s ’ one, n a ilin g 
Simpson's replacement Gary 
Hayman and sending him out 
with a sprained right ankle. 
Marv Hubbard s fumble set 
the stage for Rashad's first 
TD with 1:56 left and Buffalo 
went ahead, 14-.13. 
Forty-four seconds later, 
Buffalo got the ball back but 
Jim B ra x to n fumbled. 
Defensive tackle Art Thoms, a 
260-pounder, grabbed the ball 
and raced 29 yards for a 
touchdown to put the Raiders 
in front 20-14. 
Following the kickoff, Buf­ 
falo was on its own 28. 
Ferguson completed three 
passes, Oakland picked up two 


of its 10 game penalties and 
the Bills were on the Raiders' 
13. 
One more pass to Rashad 
and John Leypoldt's con­ 
version and Buffalo forged 
ahead 21-20. 
Oakland then marched into 
Buffalo territory and with six 
seconds left, Blanda tried a 
50-yard field goal. It sailed 
wide. 
Following Simpson’s injury, 
the Raiders made no change 
in their game plan, Coach 
John Madden said. 
“ We had to play our own 
game” said Madden. “ The 
Bills are more than O.J. 
Simpson. As great as O.J. is, 
they proved they were a team, 
not just O.J.”

By NICK ALLEN 
Asso cia ted Press Writer 
SAN DIEGO (AP) - Tele­ 
phone bookworms here will 
soon discover the last entry in 
the new San Diego white 
pages is Zzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzz- 
zz, the attention-getting listing 
of “ Citizens in Action." 
“ When people see we're the 
last listing in the book, we fig­ 
ure they will call to find out 
what we are," said Charles 
Gordon, 42. the Zz’s master­ 
mind. 
Gordon says the group is a 
nonprofit organization de­ 
signed to get citizen com­ 
plaints to the right public of­ 
ficials. 
Callers attracted by the Zz's 
— there are 21 of them — hear 
a recorded message asking 
them to write a letter to a 
public official about an issue 
that concerns them and send 
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JE F F E R S O N CITY. Mo. 
(APi — Alleged hiring and 
promotion discrimination 
against blacks by the St. Louis 
Fire Department should be 
handled by the City’s Civil 
Service Commission and 
Human Relations Commission 
and does not come under the 
authority of the State Com­ 
mission on Human Rights, the 
State Supreme Court has been 
told. 
After hearing arguments on 
the state commission's appeal 
of a lower court order that the 
commission’s authorization 
conflicts with constitutional

authority to investigate any

WASHINGTON (Al’ i - A 
tightening of welfare rules to 
require some poor people to 
seek work in order to qualify 
for welfare payments has 
been proposed by the Ford ad­ 
ministration. 
The new rules "will result in 
substantial increases in the 
number placed in jobs," ac­ 
cording to a joint statement 
Monday from the Labor De­ 
partment and the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare. 
The tightened rules would 
apply to the 1.2 million 
persons registered in the 
Work Incentive (WIN) pro­ 
gram and all future appli­ 
cants. including the 800.000 
who the government es­ 
timates will sign up during the 
current fiscal year. 
A spokeswoman for the Na­ 
tional Welfare Rights Organ­ 
ization termed the changes 
“ insane at this time." 
She said in the current job 
market it would be almost im­ 
possible to find meaningful 
jobs that would enable the 
poor to work themselves off 
welfare. 
In August the unemploy­ 
ment rate was 5.4 per cent of 
the work force.

Amnesty procedures are outlin

W ASHIN GTO N (A P ) - 
Once a draft evader or 
military deserter takes the 
first step toward accepting 
President Ford’s conditional 
amnesty offer, there is no 
turning back. 
He is not free to negotiate, 
for example, how long he will 
work in a public service job 
under the supervision of his 
Selective Service board. 
The deserter or evader can 
cite reasons why he should 
serve fewer than the 24-month 
maximum length of service. 
But if he is unhappy with the 
time decided on by the local 
U.S. attorney or his former 
military service, there is no 
established route of appeal, 
and refusal to serve probably 


would result in prosecution for 
the original offense. 
Officials say an evader or 
deserter living in Canada 
should call or write before re­ 
porting to a U.S. attorney or 
his former military service. 
They caution that some men 
— no one is sure how many — 
might be ineligible for the pro­ 
gram 
Instead of starting a public 
service job. these men might 
find themselves under arrest. 
Some might have been legally 
charged outside the Aug. 4. 
1964, to March 28, 1973, period 
covered by the program. Oth­ 
ers may be accused of crimes 
in addition to draft evasion or 
desertion. 
The 4.500 evaders and de­ 
serters believed to be living in 
Canada have 15 days from the 


date they re-enter the United 
States until they report to a 
military installation (for de­ 
serters» or the U.S. attorney 
in the area where their draft 
board was located (for 
evaders). 
The informal controls along 
the U.S.-Canadian border 
make it likely some returnees 
will come back without check­ 
ing at U.S. Customs stations, 
all of which have had com­ 
puterized lists of evaders and 
deserters since 1970. 
Those who do report at the 
border will be checked off and 
handed a copy of Ford s am­ 
nesty proclamation, but in no 
way followed, officials say. 
Once a deserter has com­ 
pleted his alternative service, 
he receives a new "clemency 


discharge in place of the un 
desirable discharge. 
Although given a clear mili 
tary record, he receives no 
veterans benefits. His dis­ 
charge carries no code identi­ 
fying him as a deserter, hut 
the Veterans Administration 
receives a list of persons di< 
charged "fo r willful and 
persistent 
unauthorized

A major objection among 
some evaders and deserters to 
amnesty proposals suggested 
to Ford was a requirement for 
some statement of allegiance 
or admission of guilt 


O fficials said evaders' 
participation in the public 
service program will be tanta­ 
mount to a statement of al­ 
legiance to the United States. 


CIA actions against 
Allende are confirmed 


W ASHIN GTO N ( AP) - 
President Ford has confirmed 
that the CIA acted against 
former Chilean President 
Salvador Allenae as a Senate 
committee considers whether 
to pursue charges it was mis­ 
led about those activities. 
A Senate Foreign Relations 
subcommittee staff report re­ 
commends action against 
former CIA Director Richard 
M. Helms and three other of­ 
ficials for sworn testimony 
minimizing the CIA activity, 
congressional sources say. 
There were conflicting ac­ 
counts whether the report rec­ 
ommends perjury investiga­ 
tions, contempt of Congress 
charges or some combination 
of the two. 
The report also was said to 
be critical of Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger for 
testifying there was no U.S. 
involvement in the bloody 
coup in which Allende died 
last year, but saying nothing 
about the previous CIA activi­ 
ty 
Sen. Frank Church, I)- 
Idaho, chairman of the sub­ 
committee for which the re­ 
port was prepared, refused to 
give details but said the full 
committee would take up both 
the propriety of the CIA ac­ 
tivities and officials' truthful­ 
ness about them. 
"Sworn testimony before 
my subcommittee was at 
variance with what has been 
disclosed," Church said in a 
telephone interview Monday 
night. 
"We now learn there is no 
difference between American 
policy and Soviet policy in 
subverting foreign govern­ 
ments," he said. “ I had 
always thought the United 
States stood for different prin­ 
ciples.” 
Ford said at his news con­ 
ference Monday night there is 
no doubt in his mind that there 
was no U.S. involvement in 
Chile's coup. But he con­ 
firmed that the CIA supported 
Allende's opposition in the 
1970 elections. 


“ It is a recognized fact that 
historically, as well as pre­ 
sently, such actions are taken 
in the best interest of the 
countries in vo lved ," the 
President said. 


Ford said he would not 
judge whether such activity is 
permitted by international 
law. 


He said he was reliably in­ 
formed that Communist coun­ 
tries “ spend vastly more mon­ 
ey than we do for the same 


kind of purposes" 
Ford said the CIA activity 
was in response to what he 
said was an effort by Allende, 
a Marxist, “ to destroy opposi­ 
tion news media, both the 
writing press as well as the 
electronic press, and to 
destroy opposition political 
parties. 


“ The effort that was made 
in this case" Ford said, “ was 
to help and assist the pre­ 
servation of opposition 
newspapers and electronic 
media and to preserve opposi­ 
tion political parties. 


"I think this is in the best in­ 
terests of the people in Chile, 


and certainly in om best inter­ 
ests, " Ford said. 
Ford said h will meet with 
congressional committees on 
w hether they want ain 
changes so that Congress as 
well as the President are fully 
informed and included in re­ 
viewing such covert opera 
tions. 


'Consensual monitoring 
is defended by Petersen

WASHINGTON (A P )— The 
undercover agent knew it was 
a gamble to wear the tiny hid­ 
den microphone to a crucial 
rendezvous with criminals. 
If they found the device, he 
could be dead by morning. It 
was a risk he was willing to 
take for important evidence to 
bring them to trial. 
The agent sensed their sus­ 
picion as he entered the room. 
"Take off your clothes," he 
was told. No time for panic. 
“ W hy?" he retorted. "You 
take off yours, too." 
The tough character facing 
him peeled off his shirt. The 
agent peeled off his. Neither 
saw anything suspicious about 
the other. The charade ended. 
The microphone, recording 
every incriminating word, 
was safe inside the agent’s 
trousers. 
That story came not from 
the annals of television detec­ 
tives but from Asst Atty. Gen. 
Henry E. Petersen who relat­ 
ed it to newsmen on Monday. 
He did not identify the agent 
or the case. 
Such cases are occurring 
more and more often as 
federal agents and informers 
wire themselves for sound to 
gather evidence in more than 
1.000 cases a year, Petersen 
said. 
Petersen disclosed Justice 
Department statistics for so- 
called "consensual monitor­ 
ing" in testimony before the 
N ational W iretap Com ­ 
mission, a group of senators, 
congressmen and private 
citizens directed by Congress 
to recommend legislation con­ 
trol ling electron ic su r­ 
veillance. 
The practice has been over­ 
looked previously as most 
hearings on government sur­ 
veillance have focused on 
wiretappipg and bugging re- 


quiring court warrants for 
domestic criminal investiga­ 
tions and the atto rn ey 
general's authorization for na­ 
tional security purposes. 
P e tersen said a 
1971 
Suprem e Court decision 
leaves no doubt that in­ 
vestigators need no court 
authorization to record their 
own conversations with crimi­ 
nal suspects. 


The applicable wiretap stat­ 
ute permits electronic eaves­ 
dropping when one party to 
the conversation consents, he 
noted

Brazil leads the world in cof­ 
fee exports, and that primary 


product is the South American 
country's No 1 revenue earner. 
Brazil's No 1 coffee buyer is 
the United States, which took 
nearly nine million of the 19*2 
million sacks exported in 1973. 
Each sack contains 132 pounds 
of green coffee beans 
Suzuki is one of more than 
250.000 Brazilian farmers whose 
2.7 billion coffee bushes pro­ 
duce the beans 
Like Suzuki, many of the 
people who farm the rich, red 
lands of Sao Paulo and Parana 
states in southern Brazil are of 
Japanese origin He said his fa­ 
ther. who came to Brazil in 
1933. was a silkworm supplier 
in Sao Paulo state. 
Suzuki bought his coffee farm 
here in Parana state in 1952 
and built a two-story wooden 
house on it. Since then he has 
acquired more land, and now 
he has a total of 28,000 coffee 
bushes on 104 acres. 


“ As they say, it’s enough to 
live on.” he said 


The farmer lives with his 
wife, two children and widowed 
mother in their four-bedroom 
home, which needs a new coat 
of blue paint Their possessions 
include a television set. a tele­ 


phone. a Volkswagen car and a 
Chevrolet pickup. 
Suzuki said he has two regu­ 
lar employes who help with fer­ 
tilizing. spraying and 
other 
chores. The two workers make 
the equivalent of about 27 cents 
an hour, he said. 
At harvest time, starting in 
May and lasting three or four 
months, Suzuki hires additional 
temporary workers. 
He is planning on a 1974 har­ 
vest of 1200 sacks of coffee, or 
158.400 pounds. He hopes to 
make a profit of about 35 per 
cent on the sale price, deduc­ 
ting costs of labor and mate­ 
rials. 
Although international coffee 
prices have been well over 70 
cents a pound this year. Suzuki 
is sure to receive considerably 
less 
than 
that. The 
inter­ 
national price is what exporters 
get, but Suzuki must sell his 
crop to processors who mill the 
shells off the beans. 
The processors often sell to 
middlemen who sell to export­ 
ers. The exporters sell the 
green beans to coffee com­ 
panies that roast, grind and 
package the product. 
Suzuki said that last year he 
made no profit on his coffee be-
